A heroin addict may spend as 
much as $75 a day in order to 
Bali sfy his habit. . This leads him 
into criminal activity, -such as 
burglaries, robberies and other 
criminal' offenses in order to se- 
cure the needed funds, ; 

The broad subject of drug 
abuse and trafficking is com|ll- 
eated .by. the development and 
widespread use of drugs which 
ere prescribed for medical treat- 
ment—but which, are diverted for 
illegal, unintended and essentially 
non-medieal uses. Some of these 
Substances are stimulants; Others 
are sedatives and tranquilizers. 
Still others produce euphoria in 
a manner comparable to the-tra-. 
ditional drugs such as cocaine, 
Opium, and hashish. The wide- 
spread use of marijuana on an 
experimental basis by a large 
percentage of 'college students 
poses a separate and equally 
complex problem. 



tack against the illegal activities 
associated 'with - this' variety of 
dangerous ■ substances, the Attor- 
ney General; has urged enact* 
rnent.-of legislation which seeks 
to control the manufacture, 'dis- 
tribution and sale of all narcotics; 
depressants, stimulants; and hal- 
lucinogenic druga. Manufactur- 
ers of narcotic drugs, as well as 
those who produce such aophisti* 
catcd substances as barbiturates 
and amphetamines, would be li- 
censed by "the Attorney General . 
Distribution, including the. expor- 
tation of such products, would 
be carefully monitored and re- 
stricted, 

While responsible manufactur- 
ers of drugs having substantial 
medical value have policed their 
own industry to avoid diversion 
of such substances Into illegiti- 
mate channels, it has been shown 
that large .quantities of such 
drugs, when exported, are re-in- 
troduced into tho country through 
illegal means.

Penal ties against so-called 
"professional .criminals" are 
aimed at those involved In or- 
ganized crime and are far stiffer 
than under the. present law.

In fact, mari- 
juana Is redefined, in the new law 
in order to separate it from the 
narcotics and other dangerous 
drugs which pose the major prob- 
lems to law enforcement offi- 
cials.

Let us face it. 

Are we, as a free society under the -rale of 
law shaping our own destiny, or are we being 
pushed and boxefl in by thofse/tirho defy the law 
and have no respect for the rights of others? 

The truth of the matter is that more and more 
of our Nation *s*total energy and. effort is needed 
to protect people against crime; 

For instance, more theftrprevention devices 
are being installed in new automobiles. More 
homes are being equipped with bigger and more 
complex door locks. 

Banks are taking action to reduce the amount 
pf cash exposed to bank robbers. 

In some cities, police patrol school corridors 
_ and gidimds to kee^ tfo^ibiemakefs from disrupt- 
ing classes and assaulting students. 

The list goes on and on. * 

We are attempting, in effect, to erect a pro- 
tective .barrier between society arid the criminal 
However, history dating- back to Biblical times 
teaches us that high walls as such do not necessar- 
ily provide 'sanctuary.

They, and their . two chil- 
dren, Larry, three years old, and 
Lisa, six years; have managed 
to adapt themselves to the In- 
dian way of life. Their perma- 
nent home is at the mission base, 
but they are slowly and steadily 
moving further inland to the 
more remote and wilder areas of 
the country. 

They have Jearned how to 
carve their own canoes out of 
trees, the same way the indians 
do, since nearly all travel has to 
be. by river, as the jungles are 
nearly impenetrable. 
.'The Dyes have managed to 
eat such "delicacies" as monkey 
meat (tastes somewhat like 
chicken? and fried maggots, as 
they do not wish to offend their 
Indian friends.. As they travel, 
for the most part, they must live 
off "the fat of the land." There 
are times when the "fat of the 
land" has proved mighty lean. 
But their strong faith that God 
will provide for them has always 
been right _'..'■ 

While traveling, they usually 
live in native huts, contrived of 
wooden upright poles and 
thatched' roof — many times, 
building their own shelter. Most 
rivers are swarming with dan 
gerou6 piranha! fish, who can 
strip the flesh off a man in sec- 
onds. Wild animals roam the un- 
tamed jungles, and poisonous 
reptiles and 1 , insects abound. 
Some Indian tribes are still sav- 
age. But the Dyes, and other 
strong-hearted and devout mis- 
sionaries ore slowly making 
more converts to Christ all the 
time .
